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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

An erasablS^ink for use in a writing instrument, comprising: 
a solvent, and 




a pigment having a fl^e-like morphology dispersed in the solvent, 
wherein the ink is substantially free of colorants other than said pigment. 

2. The ink of claim 1 wherein said pigment is a pearlescent pigment. 

PI 1 0 3 . The ink of claim 1 wherein said pigment is selected from the group 

f ; consisting of mica flake pigments, graphites, and metal flake pigments. 

4. The ink of claim 1 wherein said pigment has an average diameter 
from about 1 micron to about 25 microns. 

5. The ink of claim 1 wherein said ink exhibits an erasabihty of at 
least about 80%. 

6. The ink of claim 1 wherein said solvent comprises an aqueous 
20 solvent system. 

7. The ink of claim 1 wherein said ink has a shear-thinning index of 
between about 0.01 and about 0.8.
